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THE House Committee on Military Affairs having 
made a favorable report on the Senate bill for the 
sale of the present site of Fort Omaha and for the 
purchase of a new site, and the construction of new 
buildings thereon, the passage of that measure dur- 
ing the present session may be regarded as reason- 
ably certain. 











UNDER the heading of ‘‘ The Question of Impenz} 
Safety,” in the June number of the Nineteenth 
Century, Sir E. Hamley treats of ‘‘ The Minimum 
Force Requisite for Safety,” Colonel Hozier of ‘* Our 
Actual Military Strength,” and Lord Charles Beres- 
ford of ‘‘ A Workable Admiralty.” Colonel Hozier 
shows that England requires 500,000 infantry for 
home defence and has but 400,000. For these, 2,000 
field. guns would be required, and she has only 264. 
There would be 30,000 cavalry needed, and England 
has only 13,000 regulars and 11,500 yeomanry. 
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A RECENT paragraph in the JOURNAL refers to the 
diffichlty experienced by an Army officer in procur- 
ing an U. S. flag *‘ intermediate in size between the 
post flag and the storm flag,” and suijpriseis ex- 
pressed that there is no regular proportion between 
the various flags in use by the Army. It would seem 
that the proportions observed in the construction 
of the flags used by the Navy would be applicable 
to Army use. They are as follows: The flag is 
thirteen stripes wide and twenty-one stripes long. 
The union is seven stripes square. Each State has 
a star in the union. 








THE following is the text of the bill authorizing 
members of the Loyal Legion and other military 
organizations to wear badges, whfch was favorably 
reported from the Senate Military Committee June 
12: “ Resolved, etc., That the distinctive badges 
adopted by the societies of the Cincinnati, the 
Aztec Society, the National Association of Veterans 
of the Mexican War, the Military Order of the Loyal 
Legion of the United States and of the Grand Army 
of the Republic may he worn upon all occasions of 
ceremony by officers and enlisted men of the Army 
and Navy who are members of said organizations.” 








THE first official objection to the system of 
monthly payments in the Army comes from Head- 
quarters Division of the Pacific. General Howard 
informs the War Department that there has been a 
decided falling off in the deposits from enlisted 
men and an.increase in the number of desertions 
since the system went into effect. He submits the 
views of a number of officers at the Presidio of Cal., 
from which it appears that the new arrangement is 
by no means popular with the officers at the post. 
Some of the officers, however, cast their votes 
in favor of monthly peyments. The War Depart- 
ment has informed General Howard that no change 
will be made in the present mode of payment for 
the present. 








Brps were opened at the Navy Department, June 
12, for the construction of the new Naval Obser- 
vatory Building on Georgetown Heights. There 
were ten bidders in all. Mr. P. H. McLaughlin, of 
Washington, was the lowest bidder, his bid being 
$294,000. The original appropriation for this pur- 
pose was $400,000. From this the sum of $65,000 
was deducted for the construction ef piers for tele- 
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scopes and observatory clock, their construction re- 
quiring such care and precision that it was deemed 
advisable to have the work done by skilled workmen 
under the constant supervision of the observatory 
Officials. This leaves $335,000 for the buildings, of 
which there will be nine in all. 








THE Springfield Republican says: “Jt was well 
that the nation honored Sheridan with the title of 
General in his dying hours. He is the third of the 
great triumphant commanders of the war for the 
Union to bear the title, and there will be none to 
wear it after him, or to bear the title of Lieutenant- 
General, which has been his. It was thought by 
many that the action of Congress in restoring to 
Grant his rank of General, and placing him on the 
retired list, was the elixir that gave him strength to 
hold out for months after in his grim battle with 
death. The effect upon Sheridan of last week’s 
recognition was a revival of his energies, so that he 
could sign his acceptance of the appointment in a 
bold hand, and issue his first order.” 








Tue Secretary of War has transmitted to Congress 
a report from Lieutenant Colonel G. L. Gillespie, 
Corps of Engineers, showing the progress of the 
work upon the Sandy Hook ship channels, from 
which it appears that the amount of material re- 
moved by the contractors to May 15 is 368,767 cubic 
yards, 172,919 cubie yards under the contract for 
the Gedney’s Channel Division, and 195,848 under 
the Main Ship Channel contract. The estimated 
amount of material yet to be removed is 1,831,233 
cubic yards, or 527,081 from the Gedney’s Channel 
Division and 1,304,152 cubic yards from the Main 
Ship Channel. The cost of dredging is 28} cents 
per cubic yard, and it is believed that the work can 
be completed within the time originally set, viz.: 
Dec. 1, 1888. 





In explanation of the special estimate of $7,000 
for the construction of a frame building for use as 
officers’ quarters at the New York arsenal, Gover- 
nor’s Island, sent to the House June 5, the Chief of 
Ordnance says: ‘‘ This building is very necessary. 
At present the officer who is to occupy these quar- 
ters is obliged to hve in New York City at great 
expense, and at great inconvenience to his work on 
the island at the arsenal. The interest on the $7,000 
asked for is less than is now paid the officer for 
cummutation of quarters, and the appropriation 
asked for is in the interest of economy.” On the 
same date an estimate of $34,744 was submitted 
for a new hospital building at the Rock Island 
Arsenal, Ill., to take the place of old dilapidated 
wooden hospital which is now beyond repair. 





Tue New York Times in an article on ‘‘ Reform 
in the British Army” says: ‘‘The Duke of Cambridge 
has never done anything to deserve well of his 
country, if England can be called his country, ex- 
cept to be born, and to be born the Queen’s cousin. 
The Dake is commonly believed to be very dull and 
very weak. It is quite absurd to expect any reform 
of the army under his administration, seeing that 
any such reform to amount to anything must begin 
with him.” And yet, with all due deference to the 
military opinions of our neighbor, we feel con- 
strained to remark that we have often heard it said, 
and, indeed, have some personal knowledge of the 
fact, that the Duke of Cambridge is by no means un- 
popular with the British Army and that he has done 
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much within the past quarter of a century to ad- 
vance its professional and material interests. The 
pay of the enlisted man has been increased, his 
messing and clothing have been improved and many 
other things done for the benefit of hia outward and 
inner man; the officers have been kept well to their 
duty, and obliged to study their profession and 
earn their pay, and the old Duke himself, notwith- 
standing his privileges and his prerogatives, has an 
idea that more is required of him than simply to 
draw his pay, and, according to his lights, he has 
always done his duty. 








THE House Committee on Military Affairs in their 
report on the question of paying for Fort Brown 
military reservation say they ‘‘ are unanimously of 
the opinion that $160,000 is an exorbitant amount 
for the Government to pay, in order to purchase the 
reservation and extinguish all claims for rent. When 
the post was first established there this reservation 
was, practically, wild, unimproved land, almost 
worthless in value; and to-day, land anywhere 
around Brownsville can be purchased for an insig- 
nificant sum, as compared with the amount de- 
manded by the owners of this property. In the 
opinion of the committee, to force the Government 
to pay $160,000 as provided by the act of March, 
1885, would simply be to squander the public 
money.” As tothe award of the jury in 1853 the 
committee say that at that time a large part of the 
population of Brownsville ‘‘ consisted of smugglers, 
gamblers, and cutthroats; such an extravagant ver- 
dict can only be accounted for upon the hypothesis 
of the depraved and corrupt condition of a large 
portion of those who constituted the inhabitants of 
the town, and from whom those who rendered the 
verdict were drawn.” As to the cemetery lot they 
say: ‘* How the Government was ever induced to 
pay $5,000 for the purchase of these 25 acres of 
wild land, surrounded by mud and water, passes 
the comprehension of the committee.”

Tae London Engineer touches upon one of the 
reasons why it is so difficult to secure appropria- 
tions for ships and forts in England. In point of 
fact, it says: ‘*‘ The expenditure which is necessary 
to render this country and its numerous dependen- 
cies really safe against all contingencies, under all 
circumstances, is appalling. Even among those 
who, like ourselves, decline to take a pessimistic 
view of England’s position, there is wide-spread and 
well defined reluctance to entrust money to any 
Government to be spent on the construction of 
sbips, or forts, or guns. It is felt that the money 
will in large part be wasted; that it will be directed 
into the wrong channels, and that, in a word, we 
shall not get value for it. Thereis no unity of 
opinion among those who are regarded as the best 
authorities as to what class or type of ship should 
be built. There is nothing like what we may term 
a naval improvement programme, for which any- 
thing at all resembling universal approbation can 
be obtained from admirals, captains, naval con- 
structors, engineers, or artillerists. Under all these 
adverse circumstances, it is not likely that the 
country will cheerfully tax itself. Let the nation 
see the ships we have got properly manned and 
fitted with guns; waste and extravagance expelled 
from our dockyards and arsenals; what we have got 
in the way of ships and men made the most of, and 
money will be readily obtained for further develop- 
ments of national strength.” ,

WORK ON THE NEW NAVY. 


Work upon the new Navy vessels 1s progressing 
slowly but upparently surely. The latest advices 
from San Francisco are to the effect that the Charles- 
ton will be ready for laurching about July 20. The 
bulls of the gunboat Petrel and the cruiser Bultimore 
will also probably ride the water by that date. ‘The 
work in covnection with the Maine and Texas, the 
two cruisers to be built in the Navy-yards, bas been 
entirely preliminary and some time must elapse be- 
— any considerable headway can be made with 
them. 

The report of Assistant Naval Constructor Lewis 
Nixon, superintending constructor of the dynamite 
cruiser Vesuvius, forthe month of May gives the 
condition of that vessel as follows: Outside plating 
rudder, gun supports and foundations. Storage and 
tiring reservoirs, and painting, as far as steel work 
is concervej, completed. The shaft tubes about 
8-10ths completed; magazine, 410ths: air ports, 
6-10ths; forced draught in tire room, 1-10tb; conning 
tower, 3.10th:; equipments for bull, anchor and 
chains, 9 10ths; steering apparatus, not received. 

Tbe same constructor reports the condition of 
work on the Philadelphia as follows: A portion of 
the outer and inner plates placed in position aud 
riveted, others are being laid off; the vertical keel 
is about 8 10ths fiuished; all lower frames, reverse 
barg, staple frames and plates in wake of double 
bottom and telow protective deck are in place and 
being riveted. About one-balf of protective deck 
beams are bolted to transverse frames. Four plates 
on the outside of bull placed in position, others be- 
ing laid off. 

As to the condition of the Baltimore, he reports 
her stern post in position, bored for rudder and 
bushings half-finished. Rudder about 2-10tbs com- 
pleted ; shaft tubes and streets, 3-10tbs; framing in 
wake of double bottom and below protective deck, 
inner bottom, water course, outside plating, inner 
bottom, striuvger plates on forecastle and poop deck, 
berth and protective deck plating, shaft passages, 
engine and boilers, all complete or nearly so. This 
vessel will be ready for launching about July 25. 

The report on the Yorktown shows that the fol- 
lowing items of work were completed during the 
months of April and May: 2d, 3d, and 4th longitu- 
dinals, transverse water-tight bulkheads, water- 
tight decks, water tight deck girders, engine, boil- 
ers, and shaft bearers, staunchions under poop, fore- 
castle and wmwain decks. sponsors for guns, windlass 
beds and mast steps.

U. 8. INFANTRY AND CAVALRY SCHOOL. 
Fort LEAVENWORTH, Kas., June 11, 1888. 


InsTRUCTION iu the first year’s course in this school 
ended May 31. Under the new regulations govern- 
ing the school, the month of June 1s dercted to the 
anpual examination, and the months of July and 
August will occupy the student officers with such 
practical field exercises as may be prescribed by the 
commandant of the school. The annual examina- 
tion of the present class, which has beep a written 
one in all subjects except infantry tactics, bas just 
been completed and the school staff is now engaged 
in the examination of the students’ papers to deter- 
wine their proficiency and standing in the various 
subjects comprised within the new curriculum of 
the school. hile the staff is engaged iu this work 
leaves of absence have been effered to such of the 
student officers as may apply for them to end July 
1. A number of the young officers have already 
availed themselves of this privilege acvorded them 
by Gen. McCook, who occupies a high place in the 
esteem and respect of the present class. This officer 
bas applied himself to his work with this school 
with a zeal and intelligence fron the inception of 
his administration which is slowly but surely giviog 
it a character and influence in the Army, which 
within a few years since, it seemed hardly possible 
for it ever to have. Practices and customs built 
up in former years and which soon obtained 
the sanction of a post regulation, which ten- 
ded inevitably to draw a line of demarca- 
tion between the “ post” and the “student” 
officer, always to the prejudice of the latter, 
have been disappearior rapidly, greatly to the bene- 
fit of all, and the officer who reports bere for duty 
in the school now, while it may not be well to per- 
severe in an insistance upon the privileges of his 
rauk in the selection of his quarters or in secur- 
ing a dry goods box for a writing table in his room 
from the quartermaster'’s department, will meet 
with a pleasant welcome from the commandant and 
discover a readiness to accommodate him generally 
10 all that is reasonable and practicable. 

This is a matter of greater Importance than that 
which will be understood by any except those who 
have been here. There will be some words of com- 
mendation in the Army at large, of this school, by 
its graduates hereafter. This has been unknown 
heretofore. Anathemas on the schvol drawn out b 
a bad system, contemptuous expressions of a sensi 
tive mind, embittered quite as much from real as 
fancied grievances, have extended out along all the 
lines of communication of thought and travel from 
this military centre to all the military commands of 
the country. It is not likely to be so again. 

To illustrate in a degree what is being doue, I give 
you a list of some of the questions propounded in 
the recent examination in the Departments of Mili. 
tary Art, Cavalry, and Engineering. [t will be re- 
membered there sre six departments of instruction 
in the school. These questions wil! be interesting to 
those officers of the Service who are captains, or of 
higher rank, who will never be sent to the school, 
to the younger ones likely to be detailed to the 
school, and to the recent graduates of West Point. 
I refer to this year’s class, who, if they will, can re- 
alize there is much to learn in the Service in these 
progressive, practical times, that they may become 
g officers after they have so happily emerged 
from the shell of the cadet’s cout. The questions 
are not very searching ; indeed, they, io a very lim- 
ited degree, cover the course studied, but how many 
of them can you answer in an intelligible aud, pro- 
fessionable way? 1 fear a few of this class have 
been cage ony too much with them, as they have 
been by the entire course, but the majority have 
shown a high degree of proficiency. A full discus- 
sion of each subject was required, not mere “ book 
worm’’ answers.

ADMIRAL LUCE ON NAVAL ORGANIZATION 


In his lecture on “The Best Form of Naval Ad- 
ministration,” as President of the U. S. Naval Insti- 
tute, at the Naval Acadamy, Admiral Luce gavea 
brief account of the manner in which Navy Depart- 
ment duties were performed in other countries, aud 
in conclusion, speaking of our own affairs, said: “Ou 
looking into the Constitution of the U.S. Navy Ie- 
partment one isstruck at the first glance with its ut- 
ter snanueesy for dealing with problems of war or 
with military ———- in general. At the first note 
of war it would haveto undergoa radical change, 
as it did in 1861. The ry ae now wanting 
would bave to be supplied.” From the foregoing the 
Admiral deduved the several principles which suould 
obtain in the organization of naval government : 
“ At the head of the Navy should be a statesman of 
good business capacity, having the option of com- 
municating personally or by proxy with Congress, 
or a committee thereof. He should have an assistant 
in the capacity of a Chief of General Staff to consult 
on all matters of a professional nature, an assistant 
to keep him advised of the civil affairs of his depart- 
ment, and a solicitor to advise with on all questions 
of civil law. The business of bis department should 
be divided into two principal parts, viz.: the military 
aud the civil, The Secretury of the Navy should te 
supported by a General Staff, the Cmef of which 
should Le an officer of rank. The staff should be 
sufficiently numercus to admit of a just distributiou 
of the various duties. Itshould include the rankiog 
officer of the Marine Corps, an officer to discharge 
the duties of Judge Advocate General, and a Gun- 


nery Officer. The construction, equipment, and re- 
pairs of ships and of engines and their dependencies, 
should come under oue supervising head. The Sec- 


retary aod on officers of the Department 
should meet daily for vonsultation.” 








GATLING ORDNANCE COMPANY.

A despatch of June 10 from Omaha says: “The 
steamers General Terry and Helena arrived here 
from Bismarck this evening, having on board the 
5th U. 8.

Capt. Rice, Brevet Lieut.-Col., 
has silverware, furniture, and personal effects in 
there worth probetly $15,000. Other officers have 
from $5,000 to $10,000 worth each. Wedid not like 
to make the journey by, boat, That was a good 
enough ‘way 25 years , but the Government 
should have sent us by rail. Nearly all of us sent 
our wives and families by rail, and we wish now that 
we had sent our property by the same route.’ ”

DEFENCE OF CAPTAIN SELFRIDGE. 


_Ly his argument before the Selfridge Court- mar- 
tial, Mr. Linden Kent, counsel for the accused, stated 
that in a criminal charge it was necesxary to prove 
a criminal intent, which was entirely wantingin this 
case. The one object and desire of Capt. Selfridge 
ov the morning of the target practice was safety. 

His offence, if offence there was, was in trying to 
de too much. The duties incident to firing at a tar- 
get were duties which might with propriety be left 
to the executive officer of a ship, but the captain 
himself assumed them for purposes of additional 
ssfetv.

Tue Star and Herald says: ** The locks which are 
being constiucted on the Panama Canal are not de- 
signed to bea permanent feature oi the canal, but 
bare been adopted through the necessities of com- 
pleting the works, and opening up the canal within 
the required time. The building of these locks re- 
quires be outlay of prodigious sums of money. The 
locks are anew system, invented and inaugurated 
by Mr. Eiffel, the general contractor to build the 
locks, The system 12 one whicb Mr. Eiffel prepared 
and planved in 1879 for use in the then contemplated 

Jicaraguan Capal. The locks number ten, and ure 
located five on the Pacific side and five on tbe At- 
lantic side of the Isthmus. The general width of 
the canal prope:—tbat is, of tae bed itself—ia 18.60 
metres, or a very smell fraction over 61 feet. la 
this work of canal building there are now employed 
5.000 laborers ou tbe ten locks, and about 000 
skilled laborers, besides a small army of clerks.

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VOYAGES OF THE BLAKE. 

THE ‘‘Voyageof the Challenger” and similar En- 
glish publications have made the scientific world 
familiar with the work accomplished by the English 
in exploring and mapping out the ocean depths. It 
isa subject for pride and congratulation that we 
are able to offer an American contribution to this 
new science, ‘‘ Thalassography,” which suffers no- 
thing by oftaparison with the English works upon 
the same subject. It is a further cause for con- 
gratulation that the American naval service has 
borne so considerable and so honorable a part in 
labors, the results of which are reported by Professor 
Alexander Agassiz in his work, published in two 
noble volumes by Houghtop, Mifflin and Co., and 
entitled ‘‘ Three Cruises of the United States Coast 
and Geodetic Survey Steamer Blake in the Gulf of 
Mexico, in the Caribbean Sea, and along the Atlan- 
tic Coast of the United States from 1877 to 1880.” 
The generous spirit in which Professor Agassiz bears 
testimony to the valuable services rendered by 
others, and especially by the naval officers associated 
with him, is most creditable to him and in no way 
lessens the public appreciation of the part contri- 
buted by himself as the scientific head of the expe- 
dition. His work bears throughout the most grati- 
fying testimony to the fact that there is no neces- 
sary antagonism between men of scholastic and men 
of military training and habits of thought. What- 
ever opinion may be held to the contrary it is evi- 
dent that they can work together in perfect har- 
mony. 

Professor Agassiz’s association with the Thala:so- 
graphic work of the Coast Survey extends over a 
period ot 39 years, commencing with his cruise 
with his father on the Bibd off Nantucket in 1849 
and in his survey of the Florida reef in 1851. After 
an interval of more than 20 years, in 1877, the 
Professor returned to the work and has been en- 
gaged in it with little interruption ever since. He 
accompanied the Blake in its three cruises of 1877- 
78, Lieut.-Commander OC. D. Sigsbee, U. 8. N., com- 
manding, and those of 1878-79 and 1880, Com- 
mander J. R. Bartlett, U. S. N., and in con- 
nection with his work of oceanic exploration under 
the auspices of the U.S. Coast Survey, in 1881 
visited the Tortugas, leaving Key West in the

improvement of the apparatus for deep-sea sound- 
ing. We find engravings of a detacher for the sinker, 
eontrived by Professor John M. Brooke, late U. 8. 
Navy, and improved by Commander Belknap and 
Lieutenant Commander Sigshee. ‘‘ Sigsbee’s sound- 
ing machine,” with Belknap’s improvements, is the 
subject of six illustrations ; ‘‘Sigsbee’s water-cup” 
has two, and his ‘‘ gravitating trap” one. These 
illustrations are included in the very interesting 
chapter $n the equipment of the Blake, which is 
also a history of the development of the apparatus 
for deep-sea sounding. We next have a historical 
sketch of the deep-sea work which is practically a 
development of the last 20 years, the imperfections 
of the equipment previous to that date having led 
to various erroneous impressions as to the character 
of the ocean depths. We have had already a de- 
scription in Sigsbee’s volume on deep-sea work of 
the equipment of the Blake—‘‘a small steamer of 
only 350 tons burden, which, under the skilful 
command of hLieutenant-Commander Sigsbee, has 
done not only more rapid but also far more accurate 
work than has been accomplished with the old 
methods and appliances by the large men-of-war 
usually detailed for similar work by European 
governments.” 

With the modern apparatus, Commander Belknap 
was able to record soundings off the coast of Japan 
in 4,655 fathoms, a depth ‘of over five miles, and 
Lieut.-Commander Bronson to bring up a bottom 
specimen from a depth of only 94 fathoms less. The 
character of the deep sea bottom, the temperature 
of its water, the nature of its fauna (flora it has 
none), are becoming as familiar to those interested 
in Thalassography as the productions of the lesser 
depths are tothe ordinary observer. But little is 
known, we are assured, even in America of the im- 
portant part taken by the U. S. Coast Survey in the 
solution of the problems of the physical geography 
of the sea. As the Fish Commission steamer Alba- 
tross has since 1883 been provided with the best 
equipped dredger for deep-sea work in existence, 
an important auxiliary is added to the deep-sea fleet. 

The picture presented by Professor Agassiz of life 
at the bottom of the sea is very curious as well as 
interesting, and is totally destructive of former 
theoretical conceptions of what it should be. It 
tends to dispel scepticism as to the divine possibili- 
ties of adapting organized existence to any conceiv- 
able conditions. In a world shut out by thousands 
of fathoms of intervening depths from the direct 
action of the sun’s light, which penetrate but two 
hundred fathoms at the most, we find living crea- 
tures depending upon sight and which are enjoying 
themselves ina temperature ranging from 40 de- 
grees to 383 degrees, or one degree above 
freezing, aud under a pressure of nearly four 
hundred atmospheres. Curiously enough, so far 
from being ironclad to resist this pressure they are 
among the most fragile of animal formations, 
their delicate tissues instead of repelling, inviting 
the entrance of fluids and thus establishing an equi- 
librium. Phosphorescent light appears to play an 
important part in the illumination of the deep sea. 
The variety of coloring in the fauna is much the 
same as in the pelagic seas, violet pigments seeming 
to predominate. There are indications that at least 
the actinic rays, if not a faint light, penetrate in 
some way through the ocean water. The absence of 
flora at the bottom of the deep sea is provided for 
by the existence of a sort of broth, derived not only 
from the pelagic fauna and flora, but also, along 
the littoral and continental zones, from the decom- 
position of animal and vegetable detritus, washed 
from the shore belts or swept by the rivers into the 
sea, or carried into deeper water by slowly moving 
currents. ‘‘Fascinating as has always been the 
study of marine life,” says Professor Agassiz, ‘‘this 
interest has greatly increased since we have found 
the means of reaching the abyssal fauna. Light has 
suddenly been shed on many vexed problems con- 
cerning the geographical distribution of animals and 
plants, and their succession and time from former 
geological periods to the present day. New notions 
of geological horizons and periods loom up before 
us, and the problems concerning the formations of 
continents and oceanic basins now present them- 
selyes from 4 very different standpoint, Our ideas 





have been greatly modified, and we are now able to 
look back into the past history of the world with 
more confidence than before.” 


Some time ago we stated that naval officers on 
board ship were having something of a monkey and 
parrot time in keeping account of stores and sup- 
plies in accordance with Navy Regulation Circular 
No. 48, issued in connection with the new consoli- 
dation scheme. That there was a good foundation 
for this statement is shown by the issue of a new 
Regulation Circular No. 50, promulgated this week. 
This circular modifies the more objectionable feat- 
ures contained in Circular 48, and makes a number 
of changes and additions to the other circular, or- 
ders, etc., which have been issued from time to 
time since the new system was first inaugurated. 
The modified regulations are the result of the expe- 
rience acquired under the new arrangement, and 
are intended to’simplify and perfect the system as 
far as possible. The circular considerably changes 
the system established by the former regulations in 
regard to the responsibility for and issue of supplies 
on board ship, which has led to much confusion. 
The most important change is that contained in the 
following provision : 

In order to place responsibility where it properly belongs, 
and to secure satisfactory results without neediess friction,it 
is hereby ordered that on and after July 1, 1888, all the sup- 
pliesand outfit of whatsoever nature, excepting those per- 
taining to the Bureau of Provisions and Clothing, that have 
been or that shall hereafter be invoiced to pay officers afloat 
shall by them be invoiced in full to the various officers rep- 


resenting the respective bureaus to which tue supplies and 
articles of outfit pertain. 


It is also ordered that the engineer’s and equip- 
ment yeomen shall resume their former duties under 
the control of the heads of their respective depart- 
ments, This is substantially a re-establishment of 
the method of issuing supplies on board ship in 
vogue before the plan of consolidation went into 
effect. 








THE House Committee on Naval Affairs completed 
consideration of the Navy Appropriation bill on 
Thursday evening. It contains a liberal appropriation 
for continuing work on the new Navy and for the 
improvement of public works (Navy-yards and sta- 
tions) ; $1,312,000 is provided for the latter purpose, 
of which sum $32,000 is intended for improvements 
at the Boston Navy yard; $83,000 for Brooklyn; 
$625,600 for League Island; $114,488 for Norfolk; 
$54,700 for Mare Island; $50,000 for the erection 
of a dry dock on the Gulf Coast; $300,000 for gen- 
eral repairs and preservations at Navy yards and sta- 
tions, and $50,000 for continuing work upor the new 
observatory. Among other new items of appropria- 
tion are $55,000 for modern guns and ammunition 
for instructing cadets at Naval Academy, and $60,- 
000 for modern guns, etc., for instructing appren- 
tices. There are no items of special legislation in 
the bill except what is contained in the provisions 
for new ships. The following 1s the text of the 


clause relating to the increase of the Navy : 


That for the pur of further increasing the naval es- 
tablishment of the United States the President is hereby au- 
thorized to bave constructed by contract twosteel cruisers 
of about three thousand tons displacement at afcost, exclu- 
sive of armument and excluding any premium that may be 
paid for increased speed, not more than $1,200,000 each; 
one steel cruiser of about 5,300 tons displacement to cost, ex- 
clusive of armament and excluding any premium that may 
be paid for increased speed not more than $1,800,000 and one 
armored cruiser of about 7,500 tons displacement to cost, ex- 
clusive of armament, not more than $3,500,000. The contracts 
for the construction of said cruisers not provided to be 
armored shall contain provisions to the effect that the 
contractor guarautees that when completed and tested 
for speed under conditions to be prescribed by the 
Navy Department, the two vessels first hereinbefore pro- 
vided for shall each exhibit a maximum speed of at least 19 
knots per hour and the vessel of 5,200 tons displacement a 
maximum speed of at least 20 knots per hour, ard in the 
case of each vessel for every quarter knot of speed so ex- 
hibited above said guarantee the contractor shall receive a 
premium over and above the contract price of $50,000, and 
for every quarter koot that such vessel tails of reaching 
said guaranteed speed there shal! be deducted from the con- 
tract price $56,000. In the construction of all of said vessels 
all the provisions of the Act of August 3, 1886, as to materiv! 
for said hg 33 their engines, boilers and machinery, the 
contracts under which they are built, the notice of and pro- 
posals for the same, the plans, drawings and specifications 
therefor, and the method of executing eaid contract shall be 
observed and followed, and said vessels chal! be built in 
compliance with the terms of said act, save that in all their 
parts said vessels shall be of domestic manufacture. At 
least one of said vessels shall be built in oneof the U. 8. 
navy-yards, and if the Secretary of the Navy sball be un- 
able to coutract at reasonable prices for the building of avy 
of the others of said vessels, then be may bnild such v 
in any such navy-yards as he may designate.

General Sheridan is surely on the high road to 
convalescence, says the Critic on Tuesday, for the 
newspaper men, who have continually haunted the 
corner near the General’s house since his illness 
commenced, have relaxed their vigils and now make 
only occasional calls at the house. 








THe nominations of the fourty-four graduates of 
West Point to be 24 lieutenants and additional 2d 
lieutenants in the Army will probably be sent to 
the Senate on Monday next. The Secretary of War 
and the Adjatant-Gexzeral have been looking over 
the recommendations of the Academic Board and 
had about finished the assignments to regiments on 
June 15.

Army, died June 12 at Somerset, O. Mrs. Sheridan 
was born in County Cavan, Lreland, April 16, 1801, 
and was married to Jobn Sheridan in that county in 
1324. The family moved to Quebec, Canada, in 1829, 
and to Albanv, N.Y., 1830, and thence to Somerset. A 
despatch to the Herald says: ‘“‘Sbe was « remarka- 
ble woman in many respects. She never met trou 
ble half way, but in the trying times of financial 
disaster which befel her husband several times 
while a contractor her evergies were only increased 
to regain what had been lost. Her vourage was one 
of the most remarkable features even up to the 
time of her death. lt never failed her. Her charity 
knew no bounds, and the greatest pleasure of her 
life outside of her family was in bestowing charity 
on the needy. Neither acquaintance nor stranger 
was ever allowed to go unprovided for if she knew 
is. Her mind was ever on her cbildren and her 
household duties. She loved to talk of them, and 
during their yisit to her she seemed to forget every- 
thing but their happiness. She leaves three sons, 
General Sheridan, John L., and Col. M. V. Sheridan, 
and a number of grandchildren.

THE FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


Senator Hawley on Monday introduced a bill giv- 
ing authority to the Secretary of War to procure by 
purchase or Mi coudemnation tke lands of the estate 
of the late Edward V. Kinsley, lying to the south 
and adjoining the West Point Military Reservation, 
for the purpose of enlarging the grounds of the Mil- 
itary Academy.

The House Military Committee baviog recom- 
mended non-coucurrence ip the Senate amendment 
to the billtvu retire Alfred Pleasontou, conference 
committees from each House will soon be appointed 
to decide whether he sbail be retired us colonel, as 
proposed by the House, or as major, as proposea by 
the Senate amendment. 

A bill was iutroduced in the House on Monday last 
by Mr. Plumb proposing an extensiou of the act for 
the retirement of enlisted men of the Aravy, so as tu 
include those w!.o bad served 39 years but had been 
discharged prior to the pussage of the act. 

The House Military Committee at a special meet- 
ing ou ‘Lbursday adopted favorable reports on the 
Senate bill 2461, makiug an appropriation for addi- 
tional barracks and quarters at branch Soldiers’ 
Howes, the bills for the erection of a botel and for 
a street railway at Fort Monroe, H. R. 5023, for the 
promotion of assistant surgeons after 20 years’ ser- 
vice, and on the bill to restore Capt. UC. H. Campvell 
to the Army. 

The House Military Committee at a special session 
on Wednesday decided to recommend an amend- 
meut to®the Army appropriation increusing the 
amount for expenses of the recruiting service from 
$100,000 to $113,500. This action wus in accordauce 
with a recommendation from the Adjt. General of 
the Army. Favorable action was aiso takeu by the 
Committee on the resolutcn directing the Secretary 
of War to report amount of damage to Rock Island 
Arsenal, [ll., by recent floods; ou the Senate bill ex 
tending aid to Siate Soldiers’ Homes, and ou the 
House bill grantiog permission to the autboriti2s of 
N. Y. City to improve and beautify a portion of the 
grounds at Governor's Island for use us a public 
park. 

The Army Appropriation bill will probably be 
a by the House before the close of the preseut 
week, 

The House Committee on Appropriations will 
finish consideration of the Sundry Civil biil during 
the present week.

ELECTRIC SYSTEM OF NIGHT SIGNALS. 


THE system of night signals by means of incandes- 
cent electric lights, aa used iv the German and Ital- 
ian navies, was exbibited by Lieut. W. H. Beebler, 
on board the U. S. 8. Atlanta at rm, y on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday, June7 and 8. The essential 
feature of the system consists of aswitch box with 
a dial containing 14 illuminated discs, representing 
the signals which are displayed aloft. when the key 
is raised. Ouly two colors are used, red and white, 
which are readily distinguished from each other 
witbin the limits of visibility of lights on board ship. 
Six 50-candle power Edison lights were used, ar- 
ranged in pairs. one red and one white, at intervals 
of six feet apart; for distances of over one mile the 
lights should be furtber apart touvoid blending. A 
pair of red and white lamps are convected in each 
of the three lanterns, but no two lights of the same 
pair are ever lit atthe same time. The code of 14 
—— represents the numerals, etc., as fol- 
ows, ViZ.:

The six lamps thus arranged were hoisted abreast 
the foretopmast of the Atlaxvta at 60 ft. above the 
deck. and secured aloft. Ihe two wires from the 
dyuamo were counected to the switch box, and six 
wires with a common return wire led to the lamps 
back to the switch box. This is a small brass cylin- 
drical box, 5inches in diameter aud 2 inehes bigh. 
It has binding posts, and contams an offset on one 
side to serve as areceptacle for one electric light to 
illuminate the 14 dics from underneath tbe dial, 
within the box. These discs are made of pieces of 
red and white glass to show the saine combinutious 
displaved by the lamps aloft when the key of any 
oue signal is raised. 

To signal a number the index is turned to lie over 
the dise representing that number and when raised 
the same number is displayed aloft until the key is 
pressed down. Itis only necessary tu keep the key 
up for a few seconds after attention has been called; 
when the key is down the signal is immediately ex- 
tiuguished and the index is theu turued to another 
numeral. 

To signal a message “ Prepare to get underway at 
daylight” (supposing the sigual book to have this 
represented by numeral 4785), turn the index switen 
to be over the dise of numeral 4 red—white, raise 
the key and keep it upseveral seconds, theu depress 
the key, turn to numeral 7 white—red—red, raise 
the key as before for a few seconds, depress key, 
turn to 8 red—white—white, raise as before, depress, 
turn to 5 white—white, raise and depress the key 
aftera few seconds and the signal is made. The 
time required is only from 15 to 20 seconds. 

it is impossivle to signal this message uy any 
other system in anything like this time. There is no 
hhability to error on the part of the sender and the 
powertul electric lumps sbow the signals so clearly 
that 1t 1s equally simple for the receiver. There ts 
no complication of volor,for un Jer all circumstances 
the red and white electric lights are distinetly dis- 
tinguishable. Toe limit of visibility is determined 
by the height of the mast on which the lights are 
hoisted, and sirce the 50 candle power Edison elec- 
trie lights are more powerful than ordinary running 
lights, the signals can be made whenever ships are 
bear enough to distinguish their lights. 

In ships which have a piant for incundescent elec- 
tric lighting (and economy, heaith and couvenience 
demand such a plant for every warship and passen- 
ger steamer), this system can be used without any 
expense. 

‘Ube simplicity and efficiency of this system was 
clearly estublished by tue perfectly successful ex- 
periments at Annapolis on board the Atlanta. No 
une had ever heard of the system aud the signal boys 
on tte Richmond, Galena and Ossipee were simply 
told that the numbers on a card referred to num-~- 
erals in the General Navy Signal book, like the 
pumerals of the flag signals ip daylight. Long mes- 
sages were signalled aud the signals were all clearly 
understood by the sigual boys without any turther 
instruction. 

By using the telegraphic dictionary any message 
inciuding names of persous whican have to be spelled 
out, can be signalled much more rapidty and with 
Jess liability to error, thao by any other system in 


use. 

The system can beapplied to the Internatiovual 
code and it will doubtiess come iuto geuveral use 
wherever there is a plaut of incandescent electric 
lighting.

A Grint aim Statistician haviug foitnd out, through 
the did of a man who Kuew nidre about “ figers,” 
that all the plugs of “niggerhead"” chewed up by 
the people of his county, dead or alive, for a given 

space, would, 1f placed end to end, reach twice 
around the globe, became excited to that degree that 

he kept drunk for a week. 

A second statistical person seems scarcely less 
wrought up with the discovery that all the money 

aid to retired officers of the Army, dead and alive, 

rom Gen. Scott down, throughout a period of 
twenty-seven yeats, ariounts to several millions, a 
result certainly nut without its alarming features to 
those having no sympathy with the retired list, and 
whose heartiest desire would seem to be to cut tbem 
off fiom every privilege aud resource under the 
Government it is acktiowledged they served faith. 
fully aud weil. 

Suppose, however, we enter upon another field 
of statistics—somewhat neglected of late—embrac 
ing for its special illu-trations parties distinguisbed 
the rather for their efforts to pull down tbe Govern- 
ment than to sustainit. Because, you see, people of 
this sort are wont to clamor for the Constitution, 
and are fond of economy. Suppose, then, for the 
sake of a figure, an aggregate of a good balf million 
of individuals, feeling themselves curtailed of their 
nmghts, weut into service in the rebel Army, and 
that it cost the Government of the Union, all told— 
loss of commerce, trade, and all that—tbe sum of 
five billions of dollars to subpress them. This would 
be at the rate of ten thousand dollars for each rebel 
compen to give up bis arms, though with the mer 
ciful provision on the part of their captor of retain- 
ing such animals as they yet had left for the * fall 
ploughine.”” Add now to the whole the salary aud 
perquisites yearly allowed to each brigadier or other 
recusant, coming back under a pardon, to enter 
Congress and continue the fight, and in particular 
against those luckless devils of the retired list—who 
have no representative to meet and repel charges— 
and how much more, or Jess, in the total would be 
paid per head to or for the enemy rather than the 
friend ? 

Suppose, further, that the rebellion of 61 bad been 
a success instead of a failure, what would bave been 
the sum to come out of the pockets of the North, in 
the maintenance of an Army sufficient to keep the 
peaee along a border over which the African would 
be constantly endeavoring to escape fron slavery 
and the lash? 

Itis possible the statistics in these latter cases might 
have exceeded those relative to Gens. Grant, Sher- 
man, and the rest, engaged with their tens of thou- 
sands of noble comrades in vindicating the integrity 
of the republic.

THE PRIVILEGES OF JAIL-BIRDS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE attention of the War Department appears to 
have beer’ culled of late especially to * jail-birds.” 
For pardening ove of them out of the penitentiary 
not long ago General Gibbon was sharply rebuked 
by the President and Secretary of War, and pow it 
isreported that the Secretary has decided that “a 
military convict who has been duly discharged from 
the Military Service under sentence of a General 
Court-martial directing continemeut in the military 
prison, is not subject to trial by Court-martial for 
un offence committed between the date of his dis- 
cbarge and that of bis confinement in the military 
prison. Upon his discharge he becomes a civilian, 
and not being of the class referred to in Section 1361, 
Reviaed Statutes, cannot be legally made amenable 
to the jurisdiction of a military triounal,”’ 

Section 1361, R. S., is as follows: 

All persons in confinement in said military prison under- 
going sentence of Cuurt-martial shal! be liable to tria) and 
puvishment by Court-martial under the rulesand Articles 
of War tor offences committed duriug the said confinement. 

Whether an act of Congress was necessary In order 
to try convicts by Court martial after they are in 
the military prizon in conformity to military law is 
a question. I think that under the general military 
code, they might have been tried by Court-martial 
for military offences committed in the prison. The 
avt—desigued to establish an effective prison system 
—very property left no doubt upon that point; 
but it can bardly be construed as implying anything 
iu relation to the convict’s liability before he reaches 
the prison. 

Convicts are sent to the military prison from the 
Various military posts, and there 1s nevessarily a 
considerable period of time between the date of 
sentence and the date the convict is delivered at the 
prison. During this time, according to the decision, 
the prisoner who has been discharge? from the 
Military Service is a civilian, aud is not subject to 
the jurisdiction of a military tribunal. As civil tri- 
bunals have no jurisdiction of offences against the 
military Jjaw,the prisoner during the time men- 
tioned is, by the decision, free from the jurisdiction 
of both civil and military tribunals. There are not 
many military offences a convict under guard can 
commit, but there must be some, otherwise the de- 
cision would not be necessary. Civil tribunals have 
no jurisdiction of military offences, and if military 
tribunals have no jurisdiction of offences committed 
between the date of sentence and the date of arrival 
at prisou, the decision introduces us to wrongs for 
which there is no remedy. Furthermore, by the de- 
cision the fact that a man has been tried and sen 
teuced for one offence, is the means of bis escap- 
ing punishment for anvutber offence, and thus 
the convict gets the benefit of his own wrong. 
The decision implies also that practically, at 
least, a prisoner's sentence extinguishes his 
obligation to orderly conduct. He is tried 
and sentenced in conformity to military law, 
and under that law is conveyed to prison. The 
decision permits him to violate with impunity, be- 
tween the date of his sentence and his admission to 
prison, the ou ly law by which hecould pe governed, 
and leaves him free, during that interval, from all 
- yee dl and subject to no control except that 

& military guard may assume to enforce, at 
ite discretion by the use of ‘the bayonet or the butt 


‘ 


of the musket. The decision says the convict be- 
comes a “ civilian” as soon as he is discharged from 
service under the sentence. This piaces the military 
power in the attitude of holding a * civilian’ over 
whom its tribunals have no jurisdiction, aud of 
forcibly conveying this “civilian” to a pmson iv 
which, dpor incarceration, he fails within military 
jurisdiction dud becomes subject to trial by Court- 
martial. 

Statesmen and courts have held that the Govern- 
ment has no right even in time of war, to force 
civilians into military service for the defence of 
the country. Must it not be conceded that neither 
the legislative nor the executive brauch of the Gov- 
ernment has the right to force civiliansiuto military 
jurisdiction iu time of peace for the purpose of pun- 
ishment? 

Lf the decision is sound that the convict becomes a 
* civilian ” in fact, by discharge from active service, 
but before discharge from lawful punishment then 
18 not Section 1361, R. S., subjecting this “ civilian ” 
to military jurisdiction and trial by Court-martia! 
unconstitutional aud oppressive? On the other 
hand, it tbe prisoner does not become a civilian, but 
remains a “military convict” subject to militar 
law until he is discharged from his lawfully a 
judged punishment as well as from active service, 
the whole system seems to work justly, lawfully and 
constitutionally. 

Certainly, the decision is not correct as to con- 
victs with the Army “iu the field ” whether they be 
*vivilians * or dot, for the reason that the Articles 
of War say: “ All sutlers and retainers to the camp, 
and all persons whatsoever serving with the Armies 
of the United States in the fleld, though not enlisted 
soldiers, are to be subject to orders according to the 
rules and discipline of war.” SENTINEL, 








EXAMINING BOARDS. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Is it true that there is an element in the Army 
bent on devising some scheme whereby the “youug- 
sters,’’ fresh from school, are to get advancement 
at the sacrifice of officers who came into the Service 
from the volunteers? 

The measure now before Congress for examination 
of line officers before promotion may have had its 
origin in the innocent desire of some one for * Mili- 
tary pervice Reform,” but it appears to bear on ite 
face the imprint of “a cut and dried” plan to get rid 
of the “‘war relics and mustangs.” 

Why the frequency, among theembryo genrrals, 
of such remarks as “l’m tired of hearing about the 
war!” “The old vets are played out!” “We need 
new blood and more tone and style in tbe Service!”’ 

Some of us are aware that certain branches of our 
military establishment are close corporations, and 
that only a favored few of obeisant “outsiders” are 
admitted to the charmed circle. But while realiz- 
ing that self vonstituted aristocracy may regard 
commissions in the military service as a species of 
personal pruperty, a sort of hereditary right, we 
trave sometimes iadulged the belief that the little 
Army was in some degree a representative institu- 
tion of the country at large. 

Whence bas arisen this sudden exigency that offi- 
cers who efficiently commanded companies, regi- 
ments and brigades mavy years azo, must now be 
“sat uvon”’ by examining boards to determine their 
qualifications for promotion to captanvies and ma- 
jorities ? 

lf officers have become so igrorant and inefficient 
that they need overhauling aud thinning out, why 
not examiue all, frora colovels down? As promu- 
tion is so slow in some of the line grades, why not 
have the “round ups” and the “cutting out” of the 
“scrubs’’ once in four years? Why wait until an 
officer has commanded his company for twenty 
years and then “fire’’ bim because not deemed fit to 
perform the revere and overous duty of a major 
commanding a one company post? 

Let us suppose a probable case: Two ofticers from 
the same regiment appear before one of these learn- 
ed boards—one a senior captain, the other a seuior 
lieutenant. One bas been in the service twenty- 
seven years, counting three years asa fleld officer of 
a volunteer regiment in the War. He quit his dooks, 
his home, bis hopes in civil life, to oney his coun- 
try’scall, For more than twenty years be has filled 
the measure of bis duties in campand field; for 
more than twenty yeurs be bas faced the storms and 
davgers of frontier service; his scholastic attain- 
meots may not be of the highest order ; he may not 
clearly understand the mathematical formulas and 
equations contained iu the “Ordnance Notes’ sent 
to the “Company Library.” He may not have read 
Jomini'’s Napoleon, nor Napier’s Peninsular War; 
he may have beard of Hanuibal, Alexander and 
Ceesar, though not sufficiently “crammed” to des- 
cribe their campaigns. He may pot know much 
about the details of organization of foreigu armies, 
having been too busy on frontier duty to go abroad 
to wituers the “autumn manceuvres.”” He is scarred 
and weather-beaten; be bas a splendid record— 
never shirked nor “flunked "’; has been constantly 
with his regiment, always at the right place at the 
right time; bas a good company. aud is, in his gen- 
eral make-up, a thorough aud practical soidier. The 
board, however, finds bim lavking in theoretival 
koowledge, aud recommends that he be “ fired’’ 
from the active list. 

The lieutenant then comes in. He is “all that 
heart could wish;” of good tamily, well to do, and 
bas strong influence. He has not served much with 
lis regiment; more than halt his time has been 
spent East in the enjoyment of soft details and 
literary advantages. e is highly cultivated, quite 
aristocratic, and has a miod weil stored with book 
kuowledge. Rough compavy duty is repugoant to 
his tastes and entirely beneath bis attainments. For 
the time being he consents to promotion ia the line, 
though bis “friends” are working for something 
betier—* the staff.” 

He passes a“ brilliant’’ examination and is recom- 
mended to succeed the plain, biunt captain. 

The foregoing is not an improbable illustration. 
We ask in all candor, which has contributed, or will 
contribute, most to the efficiency of the Military 
Service? Which deserves most of bis couotry? 

We know of young men who left howe in and 
earned their commissions in war; sume who served 
under Grant and fought under Sheridan and Logan. 
There were others who from 1861 to 1865 availed 





themselves of the advantages of a tous mili- 
tary education (all well enough), 80 earned their 
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commissions. As incidect to the Service some of 
the latte’ tank many of the former. Now, when- 
ever “the lines are drawn,” these seniors will sit 
upon their juniors todetermine whether they are fit 
for promotion to grades which they filled to the 
satisfaction of the country in war times—more than 
twenty years ago. 

The favt is, “‘ these war fellows” are now in pretty 
close order near the top of the lists for promotion, 
and this whole thing, “iu a nut-shell,” is simply @ 
nicely devised plan to head them off" and thus 
remove from the active list just as many as po 
to make room for younger blood. 

We like harmony; we have not growled at the 
sweet plums given to the favorites who have friends 
at court; we enter no special protest against the 
youoger officers * working up” details away from 
their companies and regiments and then staying 
away as long us possible. Io these progressive days 
we must expect all these things. [¢ may be the 
“rage” for a certain class to instruct others * how 
to do it,"" ani manage “how not to do it” them- 
selves, We can let all this pass and foster the betief 
that one officer * present for duty” is enough for » 
company; but we must be permitted to mildly ob 
ject to the adroit reminder that we belong to the 
dead past—not to tbe living present; that we are 
hardly “tony” enough, not sufficiently cultivated 
to belong to the Army under the new regime as pro- 
posed, and that we huld our commissions on the ac- 
tive list by a fragile tenure, and are ovly tolerated 
ac the risk of being “ exanined out’’—not so muc4, 
we believe, for public good, as for the advancement 
of those who want our places. 

It is a little etrange that some of our l@wmakers, 
who were our comrades in the late war, fave not 
discovered the sharp claws which lie just freweath 
the velvet surface of this innocent (?) measute of 
“ reform.” 

A careful examination and timely disclosure 
migbt save some of us who are “on the back seats" 
from beiug badly “ scratched.” FRONTIER.

aucted under identicai conditions in order to be 
strictly comparative. The penetration was much less 
in Jead tempered plates than in ordinary plates, and 
the number of blows borve was consequently in- 
creased considerably. Op plates of 12 em. thickaess 
(4.72 in.) the effects of the lead bath exhibited at the 
practice grouod at St. Jacques have been very re- 
markable. They bave been confirmed by trials made 
at Gavre by the navy on a plate of the same thick- 
ness. Lead tempering tosteels of all degrees of hard- 
ness has established the fact that soft steels simp] 
cast have the properties of forged steel. The meta 
tempering determines in the molecular structure a 
remarkable change. The armor plates simply cooled 
offered the same stance to a projectile as rolled 
steel plates of the same exact chemical quality. 
With very bard steels samples have beeo free from 
cracks, although the amouat of carbon wou'd not 
have allowed of tempering under ordinary condi- 
tions without almost certain fracture. The provess 
of immersion adopted, vonsists in keeping the pieces 
cast or forged at a coustant temperature throug 
out the mass, when they have been in the regions 
temperature at which the particles of metal change, 
and at which cracks are produced. To carry this 
out, the pieces, previously heated, are plunged into 
a metal bath formed of lead, and are left.o cool 
freely in this bath. By this meaus are obtained per- 
fectiy sound, even, regular pieces of metal, which 
have given notably better results than ordinary. 





In aletter to Engineering Mr. Eugeve H. Cowles 
says of aluminium bronze: “The tesis were so 
satisfactory to the United States Navy Depart- 
ment that the use of the mangauese brouze 
which had been specified for the propellers vf 
the new Amercan war vesseis was counter- 
manded and aluwinium bronze and brass adopted 
in itsstead. This action was taken only after the 
most careful deliberation and thorough investiga- 
tion of relative merits by the Goveroment.

A preliminary trial was made June 6, (Friday of 
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last week), of the 15 inch pneumatic turpedo gun at 
Fort Hamilton, built for the ltalian Government.

The first shot fell 
some 1,200 yards; the second, with a more continued 
pressure, considerably over a mile. When the full 
pressure 1s brought to bear, the shells, with their 
600 pounds of explosives, will be sent two miles.

A emokeless powder, 
almost inaudible in explosion, is;already the secret 
of the Russian arsenals. 





A series {of experiments are reported to have been 
made at Lydd recently with a new kind of chemical 
explosive. The shell was fired from a 6-in. gun at 
massive sheets ot wrought iron, sapecrted by a huge 
framework of timber, with very satisfactory resuits. 
The object was to test the penetrative powerof the 
shell if fired against an ironclad. in'some cases the 
shell passed right through the plate, while the 
thicker plates were splintered into pteces of three 
or four feet, and carried some distance away. 





The Alliance Aluminium Co. has been organized 
in Eogland, with the Right Hon. Lord Charles 
Beresford, M..P., at its head, and a capital of $2,500, - 
000. Its purpose is to manufacture a iniam, so- 
dium, and potassium, and of applying to the manu- 
facture of aluminium, a process as 1mstantaneons as 
the Bessemer, ard as well caloulated to create a new 
departure in the metalindustries. I[t is claimed that 
the control of the only known cryolite mive in the 
world will enable the company by the processes 
their patents control to make aluminium of almost 
chemical purity at about one-fifth the present price 
of $11.25 (458.) per pound. They say: ‘“ Under this 
contract Mr. Krupp (at whose works exhaustive ex- 
periments have been made to test the practical value 
of the processes), has arranged for a sufficient supply 
of cryolite to enable him to turn out for the pur- 
poses of bis works about ten tons of aluminium un- 
der royalty. in addition to the yg BN the 
mine, the company, by means of Mr. Forster’s in 
vention, will be able to regenerate the slags and to 
produce an arti@cial cryolite as rich as the natural 
eryolite, in quantities practically unlimited, and 
thus the company will be in a position to extend 
their manufacture beyond the resources of the mine. 
Sodium, which is employed in the reduction of 
aluminium, 1s now sold at aot less than 6s. per pound.

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THE REPORTER AT WEST POINT. 


Tuis is the season when the daily newspaper re- 
porter, detailed to duty at West Point, on “piece 
work,” goes through his annual agony of effort to 
s3y something novel, as well as interesting, of the 
examination at the Military Academy. From the 
columns furnished to the New York press, by these 
overwrought gentlemen, we take tho excerpts which 
follow as specimens:

After 
this pretty exhibition the cadets were marched back 
to their quarters and no more was seen of them in 
the course of the evening, for the time was at hand 
when they were obliged to remain in their apart- 
ments and devote their energies to study, while the 
officers, as usual, made themselves extremely solid 
with those dear, delightful West Point giris, who 
are so bewitching in romance, but in reality simply 
bewitched by gold lace and brass buttons. 

They heard McKinstry, who stands fourth 1p his 
vlass, but is the biggest man on the post—Adjutant 
of the cadet battalion—and they heard Jervey, who 
istauds first and is a Captain, tell all about the use 
of armored turrets.

AN ECHO MAKER. 


Tue “ Popular Science Monthly’ describes a curi- 
ous and ingenious device calicd ‘‘ The Echo Maker’ 
to be used on ships at sea. A flaring funnel is 
screwed tothe muzzle of a rifle. When a supposed 
obstacle is near the vessel the rifle is fired in its di- 
rection, and if the obstacle is there the beam of 
sound projected thiough the funnel strikes the ob- 
stacle and rebounds, and as the echo is more or far

el to the ship from which the gun is fired, and 
as it is wear or remote, the position of the obstacle

may beinferred. The inventor claims that a shacp 
sound projected at or nearly at an object, and only 
when so directed, will in every case return some of 
the sound sent, so that, theoretically, there will al- 
ways be an echo, and the difference in the time be- 
tween the sound sent and the echo will indicate the 
remoteness of the object. The Naval Board tried the 
echo maker and found that a return sound could be 
beard from the side of a fort half a mile away; 
from passing steamers a quarter of a mile off if 
broadside to; from bluffs and sails of vessels at, 
about thesame distance, and from spar buoys 200 
yards away. 











SUNKEN TREASURES. 


Tue N. Y. Heraldreports that new blood has been 
infused into the scheme to seek for the treasure 
ship H. B. M. Sloop of War De Braak, supposed to 
be at the bottom of the sea near Cape May since 1798. 

The pew blood is a few United States naval offi- 
cers. Those interested in the new departure say 
that a “scientific attempt” to fish up the treasure-— 
$10,000,000—will now be made. 

Dr. Seth Pancoast controls the stock of the Sub- 
marine Mining Company and therefore easily re- 
ceived a sub-contract from that company to raise 
the Braak. Under this contract he entered into an 
arrangement witha Philadeiphia syndicate of Navy 
officers to furnish a steamship and a working capital 
of $10,000. 

This syndicate, under its contract dated May 29, 
1883, agrees to furnish the steamer City of Long 
Branch, owned by the Dobbins Brothers, capital- 
ists of Philadelphia, who give the use of the ship for 
a percentage of what treasure they may find. Those 
iuterested claim that the De Braak was located by a 
diver last September at the exact spot indicated by 
the various bearings. They say that the diver * saw”’ 
brass guns on both sides of her fastened to the car- 
riages. She was lying firmly fixed in blue mud and 
is filled with soft mud. 

The City of Long Branch will be fitted out with a 
Blake wrecking pump and will make every endeav- 
or to raise the De Br She will be officered and 
manned as follows: Lieut. Comdr. Chas. A. Adams, 
U. 8. N.; First Officer and Pilot, Joshua H. Eldridge 
(late Volunteer Lieut.-Comdr., U.S. N.; Navigating 
Officer, Ensign George P. Blow, U. S. N.; Medical 
Officer, Dr. Seth Pancoast, M. D.; Chief Eagr., Wm. 
Rowbotham, P. A. Fogr., U.S.N.; Cadet Engr. J. R. 
Schreinel; Submarine Engineer and Electrician, 
Chas. Pike. Four expert divers, one quartermaster, 
a chief boatswain’s mate, eight seamen and a full 
complement of firemen. 

Lieut. Adams has procured a few months’ leave 
ef absence, and will no doubt enjoy his jaunt to 
Cape May this summecr and further all he can the 
interests of the new syndicate, which has issued $300 
certificates “to a limited number,” entitling the 
holders to $10,000, provided $10,000,000 is raised, and 
pro rata any greater or less sums. 

The scheme bas the endorsement of the U. 8. Gov- 
ernment in so far thatit has agreed to pay the syn- 
dicate ninety per cent. salvage of what they find in 
the De Braak under a contract which, made Aug. 25, 
1880, between Henry F. French, then acting as Sec- 
retary of the U. 8S. Treasury, and the [nternational 
Submarine Company of New Haven, Conn., in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of section 3755 of the 
Revised Statutes of the U. 8., which authorizes the 
Secretary of the Treasury to make such contracts 
and provisions as he may deem tor the interests of 
the Government for the preservation, sale, or collec- 
tion on any property or the proceeds thereof which 
may have been wrecked, abandoned or become dere- 
lict, within the jurisdiction of the U. S. of America. 
A revenue cutter has been provided by the Govern- 
ment for the protection of the expedition and the 
treasure when found

Double col- 
umn fours left and right was executed worse than 
the previous movement, the faults being agreat loss 
of distance on the left, and very ragged ahgoment, 
ben necessitated a great deal of dressing. At the

In the loadings and firings the 
instructor did not bring the command to arms port, 
so that the pieces could first be examined. The 
regiment could greatly improve itself in rhis regard. 
The guides retired at the command “load,” instead 
of at the first command, “fire by battalion.” The 
firing was ragged, and when the order was given to 
cease firing very few men brought their pieces to 
half cock before coming to a carry. In firing by 
battalion at the command “rear rank "’ aim a large 
number of men fired along the entire line ; many of 
the men also failed to go through the motions of 
load. These faults can be attributed to lack of 
proper attention and discipline, and seme of the 
officers would benefit the regiment and their com- 
pany by keeping an eye on some of their corporalg 
and junior sergeants ; some of them pay little atten- 
tion to their duties on drill, and set a bad example 
by skylarking and talking in the ranks, beth on the 
march and when the command was at attention; 
these delinquents were mainly among the file 
closers. 

The marksmen’s collar decorations were presented 
to 94 officers and men for armory rifie shooting. ‘I'he 
trophy presented oy the board of officers to the 
team of 10 men waking the highest score in the 
armory range was presented to Co. D, the winners, 
The Wills Medal was presented to Private Laugs- 
dorf, Co. A, who made the highest. aggregute soore 
(84 points). During the presentation of these p 
the regiment joined with the spectators in applaude 
ing the winners, and muny men banged the butts 
of their pieces on the floor. This is a very bad prac- 
tice, and not conducive to good order or military 
discipline, and the commandant would do well to 
stop these demonstrations in the future. 

The general alignment of the pieces whenata 
right shoulder aud the distance between fours were 
very good during the eutire drill; the step was also 
well kept. Thecommand was very much hampered 
for want of room, and it will be beneficial to the 
regiment when the repairs to their owa armory are 
completed.

The steamer Perry, Capt. J. A. Henriques, has been put in 
commission at Erie. Penn., and ber cruising grounds will be 
the whole of Lake Erie. 

The steamer Johnson, Capt. J. G. Baker, has been put in 
commission ut Milwaukee, Wis., and her cruising grounds 
cover Lakes Superior and Michigan. 

Memorial Day at Bucksport, Maine, opened with a display 
of flugs at baif mast on the fort, custom -house, engine flag- 
Staffs and the shipping in the harbor. The procession formed 
with the U. 8, Revenue cutter Woodbury’s crew of 24 men 
and three otlicers for an escort, led by the Bucksport band 
of 15 pieces.

PROMOTION OF GENERAL McDONALD TO 
FIRST MARSHAL OF FRANCE. 


McDOoNALD was already a famous man whom Na- 
poleon had to consider when he set in motion the 
coup d'etat of Nov. 9,1799, by which he became 
First Consul. The chagrin of McDonald at the 
change of affairs, caused by the new potentate and 
his friendship for Moreau, brought upon him the 
further jealousy of the suspicious Corsican. "Tis 
true McDonald offered no obstruction to the events 
of the time and the changes proceeding from them, 
neither did hv manifest any enthusiastic leaning to- 
wards them, and this was sufficient to awaken sus- 
picion. He was not, however, immediately cast 
aside, and his heroic passage of the Splugen did not 
save him from the fate of being relegated to inac- 
tivity during the next exght years. Il fut mis a la 
remise, or, as we would say in the idiom of the times, 
“He was left ous in the cold.’’ The battle-tried 
generul must view the campaigns that took place 
between 1805 and 1808 from afar and not a beam of 
the Imperial sun fell upon his bead. He passed his 
days quietly and retired at his cottage of Chaillot, 
bear Paris, holding intercourse only with a few 
friends of his own opinions. [n this solitude he 
followed with eager observation and sympathy tbe 
operations of the army and the career of his former 
companions in arms. He attended, from time to 
time, the semi-official receptions which Napoleon 
was accustomed to give in the halls of the Tuileries 
on Sundays after parade. 

He was present ov one of these occasions in the 
latter part of March, 1809. The Austrian campaign 
was the topic of the hour. War excitement was at 
fever height, everybody spoke about it and its prob- 
able results, and everybody was eager to hear what 
the Emperor had to say concerning it. As Napoleon 
was making his usual rounds, chatting with both 
ladies and gentlemen, in due time he stood before 
the balt-forgotten McDonalé, asked him how he 
was and if his inactivity was not getting alittle 
tiresome, the General, in the course of conversation, 
said that he had not really sought it. Napoleon 
then, addressing him in a very friendly manner, 
said: “* Let us not speak of past events, there is 
war;” and asked him if hedid not wish to takeu 
hand init. To which McDonald cheerfully rephed : 

“lam wholly at the disposal of your majesty.”’ 

*“ Then go to Berthier,” said Nupoleon. “1 have 
spoken to him,and he knows imy inteotions in re- 
gard to a 

<. will go immediately,”’ quickly replied the Gen- 
eral. 

* Do as you did at Trebbia and all will be well.” 

With these words the Emperor left McDonald, 
who hastened to Berthier anxious to know what 
was in store for him. He was to take command in 
Italy, where he had gained his greatest triumphs 
yet, under the Viceroy Eugene; but Napoleon’s step- 
son was a man of pleasing address with whom it wus 
easy to get along, and to play the roll of Mentor no 
one was more suitable than the considerate, able 
and modest McDonald—the scion of an ancient Scot- 
tish clap, a man of varied accomplishments, tact aud 
éducation, and at that time in his 43d year. Berthier 
declared it was tbe Emperor himgelf who had re- 
membered McDonald. 

Early next morning the latter was at the War 
Office and received his unexpected promotion to 
activity, after which he immediately took his depar- 
ture to join Eugenein Italy, who received him most 
cordially. Events followed quickly. The begimniog 
of hostilities was not favorable to the French; they 
were obliged to give way before the enemy. The 
latter was called to Germany owing to the disast- 
rous turn of affairs there. Eugene and McDonald 
followed him up closely and on May 26 the Army of 
Italy joined at Vienna the Grand Army under the 
personal command of Napoleon. The battle of Wag- 
ram, on July 6, decided the war. Ou the day follow- 
ing sy reviewed McDonaid’s corps on the 
fieid of battle. He was received with shouts of joy, 
then a profound silence followed. McDonald was at 
the head of his command. Napoleon approaching, 
halted in front of him and in aloud voicesaid: 

“The glory of the day belongs to you alone, Sir 
Marshal; | feel it my duty to tell you so here on the 
battle ground,” and without waiting for a word of 








thanks he continued, bestowing on McDonald the

Grand Cross of the Legion of Honor, made him Duke 
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of Taranto aud granted him an annual pension of 
80.000 francs. 

Without stopping for a moment he continued: 

“T now grant youin udvance all the favuis you 
may ask for your mr ag ey A tee to myself the 
privilege of rewarding the S4th Regiment.” 

This regiment had distinguished itself in a special 
mauner by preventing the junction of Archduke 
Jobo with the bulk of the Austrian Army. “1 pro- 
mote the colonel of the 84th to be brigadier-geveral 
and Count of the Empire with a yearly pension of 
8,000 francs, the battalion commanders to be lieut 
evant colonels with pensions{of 4,000 each, and | be- 
stow to the regiment as many crosses of the Legion 
of Honor as its number indicates.’’ Then be pressed 
bis horse against tvat of the Marshal's, reached him 
bis band and said in the most cordial manne: 
“ Sans rancune.”’ 

At such moments the Emperor displayed the whole 
magic of his person, which was then really fascina- 
ting. Few men kuew bow toreward like Napoleon, 
and to reward as be did his favors always fell on 
fruitful soil. They made the reveivers entirely bis 
own and spurred otbeis to action, to merit similar 
rewards. He understood his business as a master; 
every favor bestowed vielded him more than he 
gave. The impression made on this occasion was 
overwhelming. “In life and in death [am yours,” 
cried McDonald, while be pressed the Emperor's 
hand in hisown. Then followed a hearty embrace. 
Tbe memory of eight years of misunderstanding was 
in an instant blotted out forever. The truce of 
Zaaym was signed on the 14th of July and the pro- 
motions resulting from the great victory were ot- 
fimaily announced to the Army. Oudinot and Mar 
mont were promoted Field Marshals, It 13 said that 
the Emperor iutended creating McDonald Duke of 
Wagram, but the latter withdrew in favor of Ber- 
thier, who coveted tbat honor. 

Ou April the lith, 1814, the Fmperor and his pa- 
ladin embraced each other for tine last time sat Fou- 
tainebleau. On t@is occasion tbe faithtul McDonald 
announced to bim the failure of bis efforts, com- 
bined with those of Ney and Caulaincourt to obtain 
more favorable terms for bim from the aliied forces. 
The dethroned mouarch presented to bum as a last 
token of friendship a Turkish sword on the blade of 
which was an inscriptioa to the effect that he wore 
itat the battle of the Pyramids. The above facts

CHEAPENING ALUMINIUM. 


Engineering says: ‘* The search after cheap alumi- 
nium still continues, The Cowles Company have al- 
ready got an electric furnace to work in this coun- 
ay tor the production of aluminium alloys. Dr. 
Kleiner’s process is being actively pusbed, while the 
old Deville process has been greatly cheapened by 
the introduction of the Castner’s method of manu 
facturing sodium. During the last few days another 
method of manufacture, already in operation at the 
works of Messrs, Krupp at Essen, hus been intro- 
duced into this country by the Alliance Aluminium 
Company, of King’s Head Yard, F.C. It is the in- 
vention of Professor Curt Netto, of Dresden, and is 
a chemical process based on the displacement of 
aluminium from its ores by metallic sodium. The 
ore used is cryolite, a double flouride of alamininm 
and sodium. This is ground to a fine powder, and is 
fluxed with common salt. The oreis then melted in 
a reverberatory furnace, and when quite liquid is 
run into a ladle. When in this coudition, ingots of 
solid sodium are forced to the bottom of the ladle, 
and are then beld until they become volatilized, the 
work of a few moments only. The gaseous sodium 
rising through the molten cryolite displaces a part 
of the alumivium, which collects in a metallic form 
at the bottom of the ladle. The greater part of the 
slag is then skimmed off, and the remainder poured 
into an iren crucible to cool. When the mass is 
turned outa solid ingot of aluminium is found at 
the bottom. The whole of the aluminium in the or- 
iginal charge of ore is not obtained at each opera- 
tion, and the slag is therefore returned to the furn- 
ace with more cryolite. After the first charge the 
addition of salt is not required, ay the slug serves the 
purpose of a flux. 





“On Monday last we saw a 5 1b. ingot produced, 





the time occupied from charging the furnnce to 
weighing the ingot being less than an hour. The cast 
was one of a series which had been going on all day, 
and was carried out by unskilled workmen with a 
small experimental plant. It 1s claimed that the 
metal produced is pure, and that in this respect it 
has an advantage over that obtained by the various 
electric processes. The cost of its production is set 
down at 63. apeuns, while the present selling price 
is 488. a pound. Since aluminirnm bronze requires 
only 5 to 10 per cent. of aluminium, while steel and 
iron only need to be alloyed with one-tenth per 
cent. to obtain the full benefit of the combination, 
itis evident that aluminium at 10s. a pound would 
be a commercial article for which there would be @ 
large demand.” 

The Alliance Co. claim to have control of the only 
eryolite mine in the world, as well as a number of 
processes for cheapeniog aluminium. They are or- 
ganized with Right Hoa. Lord Charles Beresford at. 
their head and a capital of $2,500,000. They ontrol 
a process for producing svdium at less than 24 cents 
(1 shilling) a pound, 








STEEL MAKING ON THE PACTPBIC. 


Ir bas long been known to iron manufactarers 
that Peter Kirk, the managing owner of the Mors 
Bay Hematire Iron and Steel Company of Working- 
ton, Cumberland, England, was in Washington Ter- 
ritory investigating the resources for such an estab- 
lishment. He has now purchased 2,500 acres of land 
on the eastern side of Lake Washivgton, for the er- 
tablishment of a Bessemer steel plant of great pre- 
portions, including rulling mills, etc., and the work 
of preparing this site has already begun. The wes— 
tern shore of the lake forms the eastern boundary 
of the city of Seattle, and the distance from the city 
to the works across the lake is about four miles. The 
site of the works has been named Kirkland. The 
capital of the New Moss Bay Company is $5,000,000, 
all of which has been taken‘ in Engiand. The new 
works are expected to employ 2,000 to 3,000 men. 
‘There are ualimited quantities of Bessemer ore said 
to be equal in quality to the best Lake Superior ors 
in the Snoqualime Pasz, near the summit of the Case 
cade range, and other needed articles are witbin 
easy reach. This is the firstattempt at steel making 
from the raw materials on the Pacific coast.

THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 


PROBABLY the Russian Army is the most betero- 
geneous in the world so fur as its ethnology is con- 
cerned. From the information on the point just 
issued by the Russian statistical department, we 
learn that of the 227,906 recruits levied in 1885, the 
racial composition was as follows: Russians, 169,052; 
Poles, 17,212; Buigarians, 406; Tcheks, 12; Lithuan- 
ians, 5,800; Letts, 3,424; Greeks, 155; Moldovians, 
2,350; French, 1; Germans, 3,572; Armenians, 142; 
Bobemians, 39; Georgians, 3; Jews, 10,011; Kare- 
hans, 309; Tchouds, 20; Esthonians, 2,604; Laps, 1; 
Moravians, 1,707; Cheremissians, 704; Votiaks, 841; 
Szriens, 282; Permian: 68; Voguls,5; Chuvacbas, 
1,529; Tartars, 4,508; Bashkirs, 3,017, and about 100 
belonging to three other races or tribes. In all, 
then, the Russian Army comprises thirty-two dif- 
ferent races, or at least tribal elements, among 
which it is noteworthy neither Ossetians nor Cir- 
cassiaos are represented, so far at least as these re- 
cruits are concerned. 








SECOND COMPTROLLER’S DECISION. 


THE Second Comptroller has bad before him a case in- 
volving the travel pay of oilicers ani soldiers discharged 
from the service, and bas decided that an officer who vol- 
untarily quits the service is not entitled to travel pay home, 
but when his reaignation and consequent honorable dis- 
charge are in consequence of wounds or disability incurred 
in tbe line of duty, it issometimes allowed as an exception 
by special decision, 

This decision of Comptroller Butler follows in the same 
line as that of bis predeces:ors, and in rendering it he called 
attention to the fact that it aceords with long time usage, 
although the question has rever been legally decided. 

1p 1868 Lieut. Price, of the Army, not satisfied with the 
decision of the Comprtruiler, appealed to the Court of Claims, 
and although the Court would bave rejected the claim upon 
its merits, yet upon an intimation that the point argued in- 
volved a number of cases which the supreme Court would 
be culled upon to decide, rendered judgment in favor of the 
cluimant, xnd the Government appealed the cuse. 

When the case came before the Supreme Court, the bench 
was divided, three being tor and three against tne clanmant. 
Accordingly, when the Court is eveoly divided, the judg- 
ment of the jower court stands, Yet the Comptroller, in 
view of the above, follows the decision of Juuge Brodheaz 
in 1965, and decides as stated in the early portion of this 
article, He compliments the counsel for the elaborute and

decided by the Supreme Court at an early day.

Tur English Naval Intelligence Department cost 
in 1886-7, $17,640; the Army Intelligence Depart- 
ment, $70,820. 

AT a general meeting of the British N. R. A, the 
subject of the abandonment of Wimbledon for the 
annual prize-meeting was incidentally discussed. 
But no decision was come to, and so the matter still 
remains opeu.
